Of Force OKd BOYANCE SENTENCED 
To Control Pupils

The Bristol Township-Delhaas 
•Joint School Board last night 
adopted a student discipline code 
which will permit teachers to 
use physical force to control un­ 
ruly students. 


The code was proposed by Su­ 
perintendent Robert p. Martin 
and complies 
with 
the 
state 
school code. 


Specifically, Martin’s recom­ 
mendation says that. "The pro­ 
fessional employe (teacher, prin­ 
cipal, guidance counselor, other 
specialists! shall use 
physical 
force only as a last resort in 
the most unusual circumstances 
and after all other corrective 
measures have been used with­ 
out success." 


It adds that all other efforts 
to help the pupil should be tried 
before force is used. 


( an Defend Themselves 


What the recommendation boils 
down to is that teachers may 
use force to defend themselves 
or to protect one pupil from an­ 
other who is attacking him

.Martin’s proposal! do not rec­ 
ommend the use of force and, 
in fact, specifically recommend 
against it. They do, however, 
spell out for the teachers cir­ 
cumstances under which 
they 
may use force. 


Only in Second; i v Schools Now 


Adoption of the superinten­ 
dent s proposals by the Delhaas 
Joint School Board makes them 
effective only in the secondary 
schools — Franklin D e l a n o 
Roosevelt and Benjamin Frank­ 
lin J u n i o r High Schools and 
Woodrow Wilson and Delhaas 
High Schools. 


They will be presented to the 
Bristol Township School Board 
for consideration at its next 
meeting and, if adopted, will 
make the discipline code applic­ 
able in the elementary schools 
as well. 


Other provisions in Martin's 
code point out that the student 
himself must take an active part 
in maintaining discipline. 


"The pupil is to obey all rules 
and regulations of the school,” 
the code says, "as well as the 
policies of the board of school 
directors. 


"The pupil is to conduct him­ 
self in a manner which will 
show respect to his school, to 
his fellow pupils, and to all em­ 
ployes of the Board of School Di­ 
rectors as well as not to cause 
any damage to any property of 
the school district." 


L’rges Parental Cooperation 
Special emphasis is placed on 
the final item in Martin’s pro­ 
posals, which says that, "When­ 
ever a question arises concern­ 
ing discipline, parents are en­ 
couraged to confer with the 
principal for clarity.” 


What that means is that par­ 
ents should consult with the 
principals of 
their children’s 
schools before taking complaints
